1. PHONOLOGY 



1.1 Phonemic inventories 

1.1.1. Vowels 

There are fortythreel segmental phonemes in Purki out 
of which ten are vowel phonemes and thirty-three are consonant 
phonemes. Of the ten vowels five are short and five are long. 
Each short vowel has a corresponding long vowel. So it is 
possible to isolate the length and make it a phoneme. Then 
Purki will have six vowel phonemes. 5 short vowels and 
one length. 
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As it has been pointed out in (1.1.1.) there are thirty- 
three consonant phonemes in Purki. The phoneme / is 
marginal and it has not been counted. If it is added, the 
number of phonemes would be thirty-four. 
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
